| Jim Molsom, was sworn in for his second 
; terms as governor of the State of Alabama. 
On the whole newspapers replaced their bit- 
ter attacks of the political campaign with 
somewhat begrudging accounts of his great

An Associated Press dispatch from the 
state capital Dec, 22 carried the news that 
Governor James HE. Folsom said that Ala- 
bama had a $390 million industrial boom in 
/ 1955 and industrial expansion prospects for 
next year are even brighter. 

During 1955, the governor said in a 
| year-end review, the value of new plants 
|locating in Alabama plus expansion of ex- 
isting industries totaled $390,087,800. 

The Governor said that was ‘‘an easy 
‘alltime record for industrial expansion in 
Alabama for any single year.”’ He attribut- 
ed it to “careful planning, a good progres- 
‘sive administration and good cooperation.” 

He said 69 industries either built new 
plants in the state or made additions to ex- 
isting factories in 1955. 

In addition to an estimated 10,000 new 


| jobs resulting from the boom, he continued, 
|“‘vast new wealth will be created in the 
/ state from uses made from our great min- 
‘eral deposits, lumber, textile, agricultural 
/and other economic potential.” 
Businessmen throughout the nation are 
beginning to appreciate the advantages of 
locating in Alabama with its “fine resoure- 
les, its great river systems, abundant TVA, 
REA and private power and its first-rate 


A recent editorial in the Birmingham 
News pointed up a lesson learned by Elba 
Chamber of Commerce leaders several 
months ago. Management personnel of a 
nationally-known firm were escorted by 
Dozier Roberts and Dr. Bryan Taylor, who 
were doing all they could to try and get the 
mien to locate their plant here, ‘he company 
had narrowed down its proposed locations 
to about five and Elba was one of them. 

After being shown proposed plant sites, 
‘schools, recreation facilities and everything 
‘else they wanted to see, the visitors were 
asked if it would help for the townspeople 
to get together and buy the property on 
| which the new factory could be located. An 
offer was also made to do anything else 
‘that would influence the men to locate the 
plant in Elba. . 

Courteously but firmly the visitors said 
their company would buy its own site and 
erect its own building without any help 
| from the town, These men were out to pick 
‘the best locale for their plant on a basis 
that was strictly business. They were going 
to invest where they thought they would 
|get the best returns for their money. Deci- 
sion of where the plant was to go was made 
|independent of any tax relief promises, 
subsidies or use of municipal credit to aid 
| them. 

Elba should be flattered that it was 
/among the final towns considered for the 
‘expansion of this nationally-known com- 
|pany. At the same time everyone should 
‘realize that the second best hand in any 
poker game loses as much, or maybe more, 
than the fifth best. The winner takes the 
| pot in poker just as he does in the fight 
for new industry.

The Tax Foundation, an objective ag- 
ency whose aim since 1987 has been better 
government, reports, “tax subsidies have 
not induced an appreciable migration of in- 
dustry.” State and local taxes are not the 
determining factor in most location deci- 
sions, the Committee of New England of the 
National Planning Association declares. 

In an amployee’s publication of the 
General Electric Company an article states, 
“to attract desirable new industries, subsi- 
dies and tax exemptions are much less im- 
portant than over-all good city govern- 
ment.” 


A report by the Investment Bankers / 


Association states “the use of municipal 
credit in aid of private industry is unwise.” 
Moody’s Investment Agency has designated 
such bonds as “not recommended for in- 
vestment.” 

It all adds up to the fact that a town 
or community must keep its whole house in 
order as the best means of trying to attract 
a good industry, The nice thing about this 
fact is that the investment is not lost if no 
new industry is lured to the city. As im- 
provements are made, the people and plants 
in the town immediately get the benefits 
and in addition have the chance of a nice 
bonus in the form of a new industry. 

While Elba has its good points, it also 
has its weaknesses. One of the weaknesses 
is poor sanitation, There are many outdoor 
privies in the city limits serving houses 
which are on sewer lines or which should 
have septic tanks. Elba’s whole house is not 
yet in order.
